Nominee Denies Charge of Democratic National Com- 
mittee that He has Entered into Any Agreement, 
Secret or Otherwise, with American Independent Con- 
ference — Statement is Iss ued. 


EW YORK, Oct. 22.—Charles 
N E. Hughes, Republican nomi- 

nee for President, denied to- 
night the charge of the Democratic 
National Committee that he had 
entered into a secret agreement with 
the American Independent Confer- 
ence, in which Jeremiah A. O'Leary 
is said to be the central figure. 

The denial was in reply to a 
statement issued from Democratic 
headquarters in' this city containing 
what purported to be a report made 
by O'Leary at the session of the 
conference in Chicago. In this al- 
}leged report O'Leary was quoted 
as having eaid: 

“Mr_—Hughes promised that hie 
future conduct in the speechmak- 
ing line should be entirely satis- 
factory to the interests of the com- 
mittee.” 

The Democratic statement charged 
that O'Leary and his committee were 
delegated to meet Mr. Hughes and 
ascertain his attitude with refer- 
ence to “Mr. Roosevelt's pro-British 
and anti-American utterances in par- 
ticular and his (Mr. Hughes's) poli- 
cies in general.” 

The Republican reply was issued 
at Montclair at midnight after a 
three-hour conference between Na- 
tional Chairman W. R. Willcox and 
Mr. Hughes. The former called early 
in the evening. took dinner with 
the nominee and afterward went in- 
to conference with him over the 
nominee's recent trip. While they 
were conferring, the Democratic 
statement was read to them over the 
telephone.

OBRUDJA SWEPT CLEAR 
MACKENSEN’S SMASH 


Two More Important Positions Taken in 
Irresistible Dash of Germans. 


ONDON, Oct. 22.—Mackensen is 

— smashing ahead in the Do- 

brudja with a power that is 
sweeping everything before him. 
Only on his left wing, resting on the 
Danube, have the Russo-Rumanian 
defenders been able to .check the 
swift rush. 

Today the German commander 
captured the two important posi- 
tions of Toprai Sari and Cobadin 
and brushed the allied forces back 
almost upon the Constanza-Cernavo- 
da railroad line, his immediate ob- 
jective. This move straightened the 
Teuton-Bulgar front so that it now 
Tuns almost parallel to the railway. 
Cobadin is almost in the center of 
Mackensen’s new line and less than 
ten miles from the center of the 
Constanza road, at Mejidie. Toprai 
Sari, a valuable point of support on 
the Black Sea coast lines, lies only 
fourteen miles southwest of Con- 
stanza. 

There appears to be grave danger 
of the Bulgars and their German 
allies threatening Constanza and 
the Cernavoda bridge—the sole ap- 
proach inte Rumania from this re- 
gion—as they have never been 
threatened before. In three days 
Mackensen has driven forward over 
the territory that took him weeks 
to cover tn his previous offensive. 
This indicates two things: there is 
greater power to Mackensen’'s 
thrust, and a greatly weakened re- 
sistance by the Russo-Rumanian 
forces. The latter factor is due 
to the shifting of strong Russian 
forces to meet Falkenhayn's threat 
in Transylvania. ft can be remedied 
easily and speedily, as Rumania has 
at her command interior lihes of 
communication unsurpassed in the 
Balkans. 

TRANSFER OF SLAVS. 

Undoubtedly it was the sudden 
transfer of Russian troops in large 
numbers to Transylvania that 
spurred Mackensen on to his present 
strong move. The bringing back 
to Dobrudja of these same forces 
probably will instantly check the 
new drive. 

In two lars the Rumanians 
have the advantage. Mackensen. 
having battered vainly against the 
allied right wing, along the Danube, 
in his former attempt against Cer- 
navoda, is now concentrating his at- 
tack on the coast lines. Here 
forces are constantly exposed to the 
fire of Russian warships. Here, al- 
so, he is farthest away from his coal. 
So long as the Russians and Ruma- 
nians can hold the Danube line from 
Rasova north there is little fear of 
Cernavoda falling to the enemy. The 
farther he bends forward his center 
and right flanks, the more Macken- 
sen exposes his left wing to flank 
attacks that might envelop part of 
‘his army. 

Critics here are almost unani- 
mously of the opinion that Macken- 
sen’s stroke is the final bid of the 
Germian military for a decision in the 
east before winter. He failed once 
before to break the back of the Ru- 
manian army in the Dobrudja. 
Falkenhayn’'s prime in the 
Transylvania offensive—to destroy 
King Ferdinand’s armies—has also 
failed of achievement. If Mack- 
ensen’s new attempt is unsuccess-

ON THE EAST FRONT. 


The sixth day of continuous fight- 
ing in the Halicz sector of the 
Galician front saw the Russians give 
way a little before the furious on- 
slaughts of the enemy. German in- 
fantry, according to the Berlin War 
Office, drove a wedge between the 
villages of Svistelniki and Skomo- 
rochy, on the Narayuvka River line, 
and swept the Czar’s troops from 
most of the territory they had held 
on the west bank of that stream. 
Petrograd reports that the heights 
and woods between these two po- 
sitions changed hands several times 
in the course of the desperate en- 
Zagement, but states that all the 
Teuton attacks were rolled back. 

It does not seem improbable that 
the Russian report is incomplete and 
that the Teutons have won a suc- 
cess in this region. In the last three 
days, despite the almost overwhelm- 
ing massed assaults with which 
Letchitsky’s troops battered at their 
lines, the Germans and Austrians 
succeeded in moving forward at cer- 
tain points and wresting from the 
Russians the key positions along the 
river.

ON THE SOMME. 


Bad weather again has interrupt- 
ed, to a large seale, operations on 
the Somme front.

Berlin admits the loss of positions 
in the Thiepval region in yesterday's 
powerful British attack, and claims 
the seizure of trenches between 
Biaches and La Maisonette, lost to 
the French last week.

ADVANCE OF GERMANS 
TO REGAIN BUKOWINA 


REPORTED BROKEN DOWN 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] (30) 


TROGRAD, Oct. 22. 2 p.m. (via London Oct. 23.)—The 


powerful Austro-German offensive launched a week ago in 
the region south of Dorna-Wata, with the intention of driving 
a wedge between the Russian and Rumanian forces, preventing 
further Russian assistance to her new ally and regaining Bukowina, 
has apparently broken down before the counter maneuvers of the 
Russians. The Russian command, anticipating the German move, 
threw a large body of troops to this portion of the front, causing, 
according to official accounts, the Austro-Germans to fall back 
to their original position. 

During the last week Field Marshal von Hindenburg has 
also been striving to establish new positions at two of the most im- 
portant sectors of the western front—along the routes leading 
eastward from Vladimir-Volynski, where the Russians still hold 
the points gained at the commencement of Gen. Brussiloff's of- 
rensive last May, and in the Brzezany district where the Russian 
lines curving around to town run southwestward into Galicia. Both 
of these sectors represent vulnerable spots in the Austro-German 
defense, since a Russian advance at these points would threaten 
directly Kovel and Lemberg. In the desperate struggle which is 
continuing the German plan of straightening out these two un- 
comfortable dents in their positions before winter sets in is ap- 
parent. 

The recent fighting south of Kuropatkniki is characteristic of 
the intensity of the struggle now proceeding. The Germans kept 
up a bombardment all day and began an advance in force in the 
evening, reaching the advanced Russian trenches. After a long 
bayonet encounter in the dark they were driven back with the 
Russians followed the retreating attackers through their wire en- 
tanglements and finally succeeded in occupying German first lines 
positions.

This is the report made to a cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press 
one of the best-known members 

of the American colony in Moscow, 
who now, after seven years’ resi- 
dence there, is returning to America. 
His activities during that period 
kept him in touch with most parts 
of the great empire, and he de- 
clared that conditions in Moscow are 
typical of what is to be found else- 
where, so far as prosperity is con- 
cerned, but rather worse in the mat- 
ters of housing and transportation. 
Moscow had roundly 2,000,000 in- 
habitants before the war. This num- 
ber, he believed, had been increased 
about 60 per cent., making the pop- 
ulation 3,000,000. One of the imme- 
diate results has been such a scar- 
city of rentable houses that it is not 
at all unusual to find advertisers 
offering bonuses up to 500 rubles 
for anyone finding them a suitable 
dwelling place. There are certain 
restrictions against increasing rents 
to tenants already in occupancy, 
but these restrictions do not apply 
to new renters, and naturally such 
persons have to pay high prices 
when they do succeed in finding a 


house. 
CABS REDUCED. 


The number of cabs has been re- 
duced to a fraction of the ante- 
bellum number, and a considerable 
number of street cars has also been 
withdrawn from service. Cab prices 
have increased to a point where 
many persons formerly addicted to 
the cab habit have given it up, but 
without finding an adequate substi- 
tute, the street cars being contin- 
ually jammed to suffocation. So 
there is nothing to do but walk, and 
Moscow is a city of imposing dis- 
tances. 

The one really serious problem 
which the city faces this winter, ac- 
cording .to the informant, is the 
question of fuel and light—wood, 
coal and petroleum. Wood, which 
cost from eight to ten rubles before 
the war, now costs as much as fifty, 
and the supply is most inadequate. 
To be sure, there is wood enough in 
the empire, but transportation facil- 
ities are lacking. Indeed, one of the 
most unfavorable things in Russia 
today is, declared the American. 
the extreme disorganization, or per- 
haps better, woeful lack of organi- 
zation, of transportation of al! kinds. 
Coal and petroleum are both dear 
and scarce, and the outlook is not 
for any immediate betterment. 

There is a great scarcity of lard 
and other fats, and the meat supply 
is plainly becoming rapidly less. The 
informant declared that not only 
have the herds of cattle and swine 
been unduly reduced by excessive 
slaughter, but that great numbers 
also perished last winter, either 
from cold or hunger. due to insuf- 
ficient care. Of foodstuffs of other 
sorts, however, there is no lack, and 
there can be no question of any- 
body going hungry except the un- 
fortunate Germans and Austrians 
yet in the empire, who find gfeat 
difficulty, in getting work, and whose 
numbers are so great and their col- 
onies scattered over such vast ex- 
panses of territory that it has been 
impossible to prevent all distress, 
even with the best efforts of the 
American diplomatic and consular 
officers, who have undertaken the 
distribution of the German and Aus- 
trian relief funds.

RUSSIANS PROSPEROUS. 


“The Russian people,” he said

Russia on Paper Basis Now; 
no Coin in Sight. 


America’s Wastefulness Grows 
in Prosperity’s Wake.

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Oct; 22.—There is a marked 
contrast between the tendency of the 
American people and those of the 


old world at this time in the matter 


of thrift. In America business has 
been so phenomenally active and 
profits in many instances so unpre- 


cedented that the American people 


appear to be spending money in a 
reckless manner and to be indulging 
in extravagances which a few years 
ago would have spelled ruin. The 
whole world is spending money 
recklessly, but across the Atlantic 
the expenditures are confined chief- 
ly to governmental agencies, while 
the people are paying the bills. It 
is this supply of the wherewithal! 
that has forced investors to dig 
deep into their strong boxes and 
bring forth certificates of American 
investment securities bearing dates 
of a quarter century or more ago. 
FLOOD OF GOLD. 

The tremendous influx of gold into 
this country following the enormous 
inpouring of foreign trade, together 
with the inability of our banking 
and currency system to adjust itself 
to these abnormal! conditions, has 
tended to make money cheap and 
cheap money stimulates prices. 

Advices from Germany tell the 
old story of economy forced by 
necessity. -Last week there came 
from Berlin the story of the estab- 
lishment of several government de- 
pots for the receipt of gold orna- 
ments, jewelry, rings and trinkets in 
exchange for paper currency. This 
same news source reports that great 
crowds of people are responding to 
the call to join In the mobilization 
of gold to be used as a reserve 
against bank note circulation. There 
has Been in Europe a tremendous 
expansion of paper money, and so 
long as this continues and that 
currency is accepted at approxi- 
mately its face value business in 
those individual countries is not 
likely to be much disturbed by the 
absence of gold. 

HARD MONEY SCARCE. 

@ienry Baker, the special com- 
mercial attache of the American 
Legation at Petrograd, gave the in- 
formation that little or no gold or 
silver is circulating in Russia; that 
the medium of exchange is paper 
currency. The same is true to a 
more or less extent In practically all 
of the belligerent countries, England 
alone continuing specie payment at 
the Bank of England. 

But there is a more or less ten- 
dency to conserve their resources, 
while the tendency in America is to 
be more lavish in expenditures, al- 
though this of necessity is among 
our own people, and not abroad, as 
formerly. 

There is an element of thrift 
among the more conservative busi- 
ness men. Many large corporations 
have been buying vonds as the 
means of employing their accumula- 
tions of profit rather than to allow 
these funds to remain in the banks 
drawing the interest of the daily 
balance. In the selection of bonds 


these corporate managers are dis- 
amount of 


sorbed in this country. This, to- 
gether with the tendency of the in- 
dividual investor to absorb bonds 
as they are offered, has not only 
enabled the American investors to 
take the offerings coming from 
abroad, but has stimulated the price. 
BONDS ADVANCING. 

Since the end of August there 
has been an advance in bond prices 
of nearly a point and a half, and it 
is reassuring to note that while the 
advances have been distributed 
throughout the entire list, the great- 
est gain has been in railroad bonds. 
It will be recalled that there was « 
decline of approximately a point in 
the three months preceding Septem- 
ber. Whether or not big foreign 
flotations were responsible for this 
is not known, but now the price 
trend has turned upward.

Scarcity and high prices 
generally beget confidence and a 
desire to buy everything so that the 
price in reality cuts little figure, as 
it .«¢ more of a question of getting 
supplies than of prices. 
FOREIGNERS BUY. 


Foreigners so far are a great dea! 
sharper buyers than are American 
traders. The latter have been con- 
stantly afraid of the price being too 
high for what they:had to seil, 
while foreigners have taken the of- 
ferings on every decline of values as 
they needed it. “ 

The market has reached a post- 
tion where sharp fluctuations in 
prices are to be expected at any 
time, but with a supply and de- 
mand, the ultimate governing influ- 
ence, low values are not expected 
by the trade in general until condi- 
tions are changed and there is 
either peace in Europe or Russian 
wheat becomes easily available to 
the allies.

The narrator named some sur- 
prising prices current in Moscow, 
such as 45 to 60 rubles ($22.50 to 
$30) for a pair of shoes, the latter 
being demanded for American-made 
goods. The suit he was wearing— 
an ordinary business suit—cost 150 
rubles. Food prices, however, are 
in many instances lower than those 
prevailing in Berlin and far below 
prices asked throughout Scandina- 
via. Various efforts have been made 
to establish maximum prices, but it 
has been found impossible to en- 
force them. 

The two things which made life 
most unpleasant for the American 
in Moscow were, he sald, the difmfi- 
culties of getting about the city, 
owing to the inadequate street-car 
and cab service (and the dearness 
of the latter) and the “uppishness’ 
and general independence of the 
servants. 

“It is getting all but impossible 
to find good, polite servants any 
longer.” he said. “They are all mak- 
ing so much money in factories that 
they either will not go into serv- 
ice at all or, if they do, ask such 
high wages and comport themselves 
in such a manner that it is intoler- 
able. I saw a girl last week in a 
munition factory, who, the foreman 
told me,.was making 85 rubles a 
month. Before the war she did very 
well indeed if -*e made fifteen.”

Mr. Baker has sald he did not say 
it. The women whose names are 
attached to the resolution aasert 
that he did say it and that they can 
prove it from stenographic notes. 
They say that he used the lan- 
guage which they condemn in 4&4 
speech at Jersey City October 16 
and include in the resolution a4 
iramecript of it, taken stenograph- 
ically, they allege.

The Senator failed to jmake 
answer to any of the queries, how- 
ever vital they were to the citizens 
of Tucson, and hence, it cannot be 
said that his visit here put much 
water on his political wheel.

His opponent, Judge J. H. Kib- 
bey has none of Ashurst’s oratorical 
attributes, but he has made votes 
for himeelf wherever he has sone 
by his simple and forcible presenta- 
tion of national and State issues, 
and particularily by his reference to 
the need of Arizona to be repre- 
sented in the Senate by some one fa- 
miliar with her needs and in sym- 
pethy with her best interests. 

Tom Campbell, Republican candi- 
date for Governor is making a won- 
derful campaign, that grows strong- 
er as it progresses. Campbell is 
fortunate in having both good na- 
ture anda tleve!l head. and all the 
many interruptions to his meetings 
have been handied by him with a 
rare degree of success. He ts not 
puesyfooting but clearly stat his 
opinion of picketing and biacklist- 
ing as twin evils, and states that 
justice must be administered with- 
out any bias toward any aseociation 
or political or individual clique. 

Heretofore he has made little 
more than teneral reference to the 
present Democratic administration, 
but latterly Has been indictine Gov. 
Hunt, his opponent. especialiv on 
the charge that he has arraved la- 
bor against capital, proving his as- 
sertion from Hunt's own speeches, 
wherein the Governor has hoasted 
of hie service to the strikers at Mo- 
renci, and told that his opposition to 
capital would ever be Intensified In 
a case of his re-election. Mr. Camp- 
bell makes a point wherever he coes 
to show that the salertes pald bw the 
State amount to £59,000 a month, 
while the total cost of governing tn 
territorial davs was only $48,000 for 
an entire year.

Tragic, 
KILLED BY OWN RIFLE.

Bloodstained sand in the stable at 
the Benton L. Barrett place in Sante 
Monica, bloodstained knives, an ax 
and strands of hair on a fence that 
led to the scene of the funeral pyre, 
discovered by Dist.-Atty.

Here are the astounding new de<- 
velopments: 

Minute examination of every aoe 
tion of the estate disclosed blood 
stains and marks which would in- 
dicate that the murders may noé 
have been in self defense. 

The account given by Thomas W, 
Hefiron of the finding of a bunch 
of keys and two pencils on a staire 
way and nearby Diood stains. indi« 
cate that the boy, Raymond Wright, 
was killed as he started to ascend @ 
stairway leading .to the walnut room 
of the barn. 

The finding of bloody sand in the 
stable indicates the possibility that 
Mrs. Barrett was killed in a stall as 
she tended to her horse. or that 
the bodies were first bueted there. 

finding ofa bloody butcher 
knife and a bloodstained ax handle

The election of officers for the en- 


suing year at the Liano del Rio 
Colony, @ socialistic scheme, pro-| 
moted by Job Harriman and his ilk, | 
has been abruptiy postponed. Har- 
riman is said to have discovered 
that there were sufficient proxies in 
the hands of the opposition within 
the colony, to oust him from his 
position of absolute dictator. This 
opposition, led by D. C. Copley, a 

former director, has recently fat | 
come formidable.

At the meeting Monday, and at 
other times, Mr. Copley charged that 
practically all members of the board 
of directors of the Liano del Rio 
Colony of Nevada are aiso directors 
of the other two corporations, Liano 
del Rio Colony of California and the 
Mescal Water and Land Company, 
that form a wheel within a wheel of 
the operation of Harriman’'s scheme, 
and that this constitutes a violation 
of the Federal statute, forbidding 
interlocking directorates. 

A Mrs. Gurling, who with her

REVIEWS HISTORY. 

In reviewing the history and 
achievements of the company the 
speaker called attention to the fact 
that fair dealing with its employees 
has always been a cardinal] principle 
of the company.

“The relationship of an employee 
to his position, whether in railway 
or other em ployment, is substan- 
tially that of the owner of mort- 
gaged property to his property.

markable headway as in the United States, 
which is almost unique in this branch of 
the feminist movement. Woman's clubs in 
other countries have nothing like the scope 
and interests of the American variety, cer- 
tainly nothing like their influence with 
their own sex. And California probably 
stands foremost among the States in num- 
ber and strength of these organizations 
which cover every branch of women’s in- 
terests. 

When a club celebrates its twenty-fifth 
anniversary as the Friday Morning Club 
did last year, as the Monrovia Woman's 
Club did last week, there are always those 
to recall in humorous, good-humored vein, 
the early strukgles of the morement, the 
ridicule heaped upon them by a conserva- 
tive press, the invariable opposition of their 
menkind and the fearful prophecies that 
this was the beginning of social chaos, the 
end of femininity and home life. It must be 
confessed that these sinister prophecies 
have not yet been fulfilled. Instead the 


‘woman's club has opened up a vast and 


generally excellent sphere of interests, 
provided food for many an unoccupied 
mind, aided in the spread of knowledce. 
and given a multitude of women a genuine 
raison d'etre, a goal to work towards and 
much else to talk about besides clothes, 
babies and servants. : 

As a great and needed educational stimu- 
lus, they have achieved what could not 
have been done in any other way. Thirty 
years ago there were only half a dozen 
small. women's clubs In the country. Today 
there is a vast federation to which 140 
clubs belong in this vicinity alone. District, 
State and national federations, organized 
and run with amazing smoothness and ef. 
ficiency entirely by women. And with the 
minimum of friction. It is plain that the 
time has come when we can no longer say, 
“How ifke @ woman,” in the derogatory, 
inept sense of the phrase. 

Three of the big local clubs have at- 
tained a membership of nearly 2000; many 
boast 500 members, and few there.are with 
less than 100. And now that women have 
acquired the right to vote in California, 
most of these clubs are turning their atten- 
tion largely to politics. Some of them have 
become arrogant in pride and essay to 
run the city, but for the most part, they 
are studious rather than didactic, earnestly 
striving to inform themselves intelligently 
upon the issues at stake. The way in which 
both sides of every subject are presented 
before them by opposing speakers is em- 
inently desirable, eminently creditable. It 
makes for good, intelligent citizenship and 
voting. And they respect parliamentary 
law, to the study of which a section of 
every club is devoted. 

But politics are a comparatively recent 
interest. Art, music, literature, social wel- 
fare, education, are still their main lines 
of endeavor. Domestic science sections, 
too, cater for the home lovers which, de- 
spite fears to the contrary still exist 
among clubwomen. True, there are still 
clubs whose reports for press purposes 
curdie the club editor’s soul with the per 
petual information that “delicious refresh- 
ments were served,” but this phase is soon 
outgrown as the club acquires membership 
and status. The annual programmes ar- 
ranged by the clubs show an interesting 
diversity of tastes. One week they wil) 
hear a lecture-on “modern poetry,” and the 
next, another on “prison reform.” One 
week will be devoted to Shakespeare and 
the next to “community property laws.” 

The legislative conference held by the 
Federation of Women’s Clubs on Thursday, 
in which the laws and politics of the State 
received practical attention, was a triumph 
for the progress of women’s interests and 
attainments. Candidates for office, in- 
vited. to speak before these organizations, 
find it difficult, nay, unwise to refuse, yet 
well aware they must state their case with 
peculiar thoroughness and clearness to 
eatry conviction. They are speaking be- 
fore an informed audience, critical, alert, 
keen. 

Us, BUT PREMATURE. 

Between the treatment meted out to 
Belgium twenty-six months ago and the 
present recognition of her sovereign rights 
measured to the kingdom of Greece there fs 
not, after all, any startling difference in 
methods. 

With no great stretch of the imagination 
one can see pretty plainly that had King 
Constantine possessed the fighting spirit of 
King Albert, Hellas at the present moment 
would be strapped to the operating table 
and cut up anatomically in the same man- 
ner as unhappily-brave Belgium. Yet 
whether in the long run the discretion of 
Greece will serve a smal! nation better than 
the valor of Belgium remains to be seen. 

For Germany has prattically promised 

that in the coming peace terms Belgium 
will be restored as a self-coverning prin- 
cipality, and, of course, if the allies have 
the final say Belgium wil! be magnified tn 
proportion to her present sufferings. But 
Greece’s future its fearfully problematical. 
She has won no particularly friendly re 
spect from either of the senior partners in 
the world quarrel and moreover she is a 
household badly divided against itself. 
In some respects she has received 
harsher treatment than the little nation on 
the North Sea. Steering a middie course 
and attempting not to displease either the 
roaring lion or the raging double-headed 
eagie, she finds herself without a champion 
among the belligerents, nor is the sympa- 
thy of neutrals so warm for the suppliant 
Greek as it was for the defiant Belgian. 

Since for military necessity alone—as 
their press and spokesmen clamorous!> 
inform us—the allies have been compelled 
to force on Greece practically the same 
bitter medicine that the Teuton was obliged 
to administer to obstinate RBelgtum. the 
British public has ceased to exploit Ger- 
many'’s aggressive wickedness tn the in- 
vasion of an innocent neutral. Yet it was 
pious indignation at the outrageous con- 
duct of the Teuton that brought Pneland 
into the war. Now, however. the pot ex- 
tracts small satisfaction from calling the 
kettle black. | 

The small nations still have their bic. 
belligerent friends, from whom they must 
be devoutly praying for deliverance. In 
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respect to the°aims of this friendship the 
big fighting powers are at present discreetly 
noncommittal, awaiting further military de- 
velopments. Even Rumania, we fancy, 
cannot feel entirely happy over the ending 
of her courtship by the warriors of Europe. 
“How happy could I be with either were 
the other big bully away!” must sbout ex- 
press her sentiments. 

So we may expect to hear little more 
from British champions on the subject of 
the violation of neutral territory. The pious 
indignation over Belgium that brought Eng- 
land into the fray hardly coincides in the 
present seizure of Greek territory to ham- 
per that sma!! nation in keeping out of the 
trouble. The original indignation was pre 
mature; military necessity has shifted its 
base since then. 

Allied historians, in writing the chroni- 
cles of the war, will have to change their 
descriptive adjectives of John Bull as care- 
fully as Vireil did in extolling his hero 
Aeneas. An Oxford undergraduate once 
wrote a doggere! on Virgil's Aeneid that 
may supply a hint for composing a national 
epic on the great war, supposing in after 
years Rudyard Kipling should tackle this 
big venture: 


“Virgtl, whose magic pen enthralls, 
(And who in verse is greater?) 

By turns his wandering hero calls 
Now “plus” and now “pater;” 

But when prepared the worst to brave, 
(An action that must pain us,) 

Queen Dido meets him in the cave, 
He dubs him “Dux Trojanus.” 

And well he changes thus the word 
On this occasion, sure 

Pious Aeneas were absurd— 
And pater premature.” 


EGISLATION BY INTIMIDATION. 

Sam Gompers and his cabinet have is- 
sued an order to the 2,000,000 members of 
the 27,000 local labor unions in the United 
States to vote for Woodrow Wilson for 
President. This order is issued in pay- 
‘ment to Mr. Wilson for his services in com- 
pelling the enactment of the Adamson law. 
That law provides that after January 1, 
1917, employees engaged in operating trains 
shall have an advance of 25 per cent. over 
their present compensation. This fixing of 
compensation by Congress was done with- 
out the slightest investigation of the sub- 
ject. Senator McCumber, who voted against 
the Adamson law, said: “There is not a 
Senator who will have the audacity to de- 
clare that he has any knowledge whatever 
of what would be a compensation that 
would be just to the particular employees 
affected and also just to the many hun- 
dreds of thousands of other employees of 
the companies, just to the many thousands 
of stockholders, just to the companies, and; 
above all, just to the millions of American 
people who pay the freight.” 

Aside from al! other objections to the 
Adamson law is the insuperable objection 
that ite passage was procured by intimida- 
tion. Four hundred thousand men, with the 
help of President Wilson, forced the repre- 
sentatives of 99,600,000 people to enact a 
law without any knowledge of the facts and 
to enact it upon a time limit so short that 
investigation was impossible. It is by no 
means certain that the 2,000,000 members 
of the American Federation of Labor will 
obey the order of Gompers to vote for Wil- 
son. Union-labor leaders all over the coun- 
try are questioning the wisdom of the 
Adamson law and averring that it will 
prove disadvantageous to union labor in 
that ft will take from it the power of wage- 
fixing and collective bargaining and vest in 
Congress the power to fix wages and hours 
and conditions of toil. The law Is a chalice 
with poisoned contents which “even- 
handed justice” may commend to the lips 
of those who prepared e draught for 
others. Legislation by intimidation is an 
invention which may plague the inventor. 
If a band of labor-unionists can intimidate 
Congress to enact a law to increase their 
wages, cannot a band of capitalists coerce 
or bribe Congress into enacting a law to 
reduce the wages of labor? Pid 

In the event of a contest between capital 
and labor that takes the shape of a pro- 
longed strike capital suffers less than labor, 
for it can retire to Its strong boxes with 
only the loss of the profits it micht have 
made, while unemployed labor deprives 
itself of the means of subsistence. The 
wife of the capitalist continues to wear 
her diamonds, although the doors of the 
factory may be closed, but the very wed- 
ding ring of the wife of the worker may 
be taken to the pawnshop to obtain money 
for the purchase of bread. 

An itlustration of the truth that a contest 


| between capital and labor is an unequal 
contest, in which labor has the worst of it, 
may be found in the history of the traction 
strike in New York City. This strike has 


maintenance of strike-breakers, extra pay 
to faithful employees and reduction of 
traffic revenue. This loss will simply re 
duce the cash surplus of the companies, or 
cause a slight reduction in their annual div- 
idends, but the strike will consume the sav- 
ings, exhaust the credit and bring priva- 
tion to the homes of the striking car hands, 
and the unexplainable and incomprehen- 
sible folly of the strike ig that it was not 
made to obtain higher wages, or lesser 
hours of toil, or betterment of conditions in 
any respect, but was ordered by Gompers 
to compel the companies to abrogate con- 
tracts with the car hands made two years 
ago, with which contracts both parties were 
entirely satisfied. The Gompers gang want- 
ed these contracts abrogated because they 
prevented them from collecting a monthly 
rake-off from the wages of the car hands. 

The very best service that Congress can 
perform for both union and non-union labor 
will be for it, upon its reassemblage in De 
cember, to promptly reped] the Adamson 
law. 


OOD ROADS DAY. 

California has two assets, an incom- 
parable climate and a fertile soil, that are 
gifts from God. There is a third for which, 
like grace, God furnishes the foundation, 
but that man must develop; that is good 
roads. 

State highways have passed the expert- 
mental stage in California. Those con- 
structed during the last five years have 
only given us a foretaste of what can be 
done. They have opened up new territory 
to intensive cultivation, shortened distances 
between cities and towns and helped retard 
the advance in the price of foodstuffs 


through cheapening the cost of transporta- 
tion. Much has been done, but much more 
is yet to do, 

Seeking to further the good roads move- 
ment the State Legislature has asked the 
voters of the State to ratify an issue of 
$15,000,000 in bonds for the purpose of com- 
pleting the main highways now in the 
course of construction and to build laterals 
into new and undeveloped districts. This 
proposition appears as No. 3 on the ballot 
prepared for the general election on No- 
vember 7. To awaken latent interest in 
this movement Saturday, November 4, has 
been set aside as good roads day. That ts 
the day when every citizen who is inter 
ested in the development of the resources 
of California is asked to make a point of 
doing something for the good roads move 
ment. 

President Percy B. Towne of the Call- 
fornia State Automobile Association has 
issued a strong statement indorsing this 
bond issue and calling upon every live citt- 
zen to help make “good roads day” a no- 
table occasion in the history of the State's 
development. He lays special stress upon 
the following points: 


“Congress has authorized Federal ald 
for post roads to the extent of $85.- 
000,000, to be expended in thé States 
in proportion to the man@¥s laid out by 
each State for similar purposes. Our 
share of about $2,500,000 will be lost to 
California if we do not pass this bond 
issue. 

“The proposed bonds will not in- 
crease the tax on property, because they 
are paid from the general fund of the 
State, the bulk of which is produced by 
franchise tax on corporations and in- 
heritance taxes. 

“The highways already completed 
have taught us that good roads are our 
greatest asset. They have materially 
cut the cost of moving crops and sup- 
plies and have attracted thousands to 
California_to enjoy the scenic wonders 
of the State. 

“The $18,000,009 provided in 1910 fs 
almost exhausted. There are gaps in 

the great trunk lines that must be 
paved and extensions should be built so 
that the State will have a system of 
roads second to none in the United 

States.” : 

Never has the sentiment of California 
been more strikingly exemplified than tin 
this united movement to secure more and 
better State highways. When the proposal 
to vote these bonds was introduced tn the 
State Legislature it was adopted by a unan- 
tmous vote In both houses. Fifty prominent 
men of the State volunteered their services 
to write an argument favorine these bonds 
in the official instructions mailed to voters: 
not one volunteered to furnish an argument 
opposing them.

K.C., 
M.P.. tn London Dispatch:)] Im- 
mediately after the war there will 
be in intense longing for quiet, for 
the reopening of ancient ways, for 
the green grass to soften rough 
graves. 

On both sides of the Atlantic a 
League of Nations has been pro 
posed, sworn to keep the peace 
among themselves, to bring their dis- 
putes before an international coun- 
cll, and to give effect to the decision 
of that council by their united force. 

Great Britain and her allies, to- 
gether with the United States, may 
be reckoned as favorable. Probabiy 
several of the minor states would 
join forthwith, others would follow 
when the success of the scheme was 
assured. There would no doubt be 
reservations by some of the mem- 
bers. 

The United States would certainly 
decline to submit the “Monroe doc- 
trine” to such a court; Great Britain 
would be bound to reserve her insu- 
lar position to her extended empire 
before she accepted limitations as a 
naval power. On the other hand 
there are possible concessions. The 
United States might acknowledge a 
general immunity for the two Amer- 
icas from European interference by 
granting autonomy to the Philip 
pines and confining hersbif to the 
western hemisphere. 

The British dominions and the 
United States have no need for ony 
enlargement of territory. Their 
clothes hang loosely and it will take 
many years for them to fill out to 
their fullness of stature. Northern 
Africa will be sufficient for France, 
while Italy and Russia will obtain 
satisfaction in the t after 
the war. 

The formation of the league will 
not be seriously embarrassed by pre- 


liminary difficulties. But we must 


bear in mind that no state will re 
main within the league if it considers 
itself to be permanently crippled 
thereby. 

Then there is the danger of every 
coalition to fall into groups within 
the lines of similar interests. The 
minor states. will also require pe- 
cullar indulgence, for at their first 
appearance they will resemble hares 
and rabbits attending a congress of 
the larger carnivora. 

The federation must confine itself 
to international questions, recogniz- 
ing the right of each of its members 
to government after its own heart. 
As we draw closer to each other we 
shall better understand our local dif- 
ficulties, and with tolerance and good 
ben may each of us serve his neigh- 

r. 

The voting power of the league 
must be adjusted to territory and 
population, otherwise a number of 
small states wou'? be able to out- 
vote the much more important mem- 
bers. The subjects for debate would 
fall into two categories: differences 
arising between the members of the 
league and questions affecting the 
relations of the league to the world 
beyond. Probably there would be lit- 
tle difficulty in determining trivial 
issues such as are even now sub- 
mitted to arbitration. These smalier 
matters have appeared in the past to 
give occasion for war, but they are 
mostly an excuse and not a cause. 

The best of statesmanship, the rea! 
intention for peace, will depend upon 
a settlement secured between con- 
flicting interests before these differ- 
ences have reached the acute stage. 

Such a league as we are discussing 
must not be used to stifle nationality 
or to stereotype for all time the ex- 
isting position. In its general pur- 
pose it should be competent to ac 
complish revolution without ravage. 

Before the century is out we shall 
have to face the question of the col- 
ored races, within the empire, chal- 
lenging one or more of the self-gov- 
erning dominions in which white la- 
hor predominates. But that prob- 
Tem, requiring tactful handling, 1s 
{insignificant bea'*e the demands of 
an oriental stv#ie, let us say, Japan, 
for international hospitality, for the 
right to live and trade in an allied 
country. More serioug still will come 
the pressure from the over-populated 
Asia, a pressure hydraulic in its 
power, seeking overflow on to the 
sparsely filled continents of Africa 
and Australia. 

Yet the longer we work together 
the better the presumption that some 
means will be found to spare the 
human race from the recurrent 
scourge of war without sacrificing 
those rights and opportunities which 
are essential to racial development. 

Let us begin by making peace the 
great asset of civilized states, and by 
establishing confidence in a court of 
international appeal which will en- 
able us to obtain a settlement of dis- 


pute.

Prior to the outbreak 
France had 3,300,000,000 tons of 
unmined as a reserve and was con- 
suming that ore at the rate of 20, 
000,000 tons a year; which meant, if 
France did not increase her produc- 
tion, a supply adequate for more 
than 150 years. Germany, with a 
reserve unmined of 1,250,000,900 
tons in Germany proper and 2,230,- 
000,000 tons more in Alsace-Lor- 
raine, consumed 30,000,000 tons an- 
nually; her ore supply, therefore, 
was good for about 125 years at her 
previous rate of consumption. 
Should Germany win the war and 
be able to retain her own deposits, 
the 210,000,000 ore tons in Luxem- 
burg, and the 2,230,000,000 tons in 
Alsace-Lorraine, she will be well 
fixed for the future. If in addition 
she can withhold from France the 
French ore deposits near Alsace 
Lorraine, now under German occt- 
pation, it must mean to France the 
less of more than 90 per cent. of her 
iron ore supply, and the gain by Ger- 
many of 3,300,000,000 ore tons— 
enough for 100 years’ supply beyond 
the 125-year provision within her 
borders. That will constitute the 
industrial death of France and the 
dominance of all Europe by Ger 


many. 

If Frante and her allies win the 

war and take from Germany the 

of Alsace and 

it will mean to Germany the loss of 
eighty-five years’ supply, leaving her 
only enough ore for the next forty 
years, and with the remaining ores- 
located at such a distance removed 
from her greatest manufacturing 
plants—like that of Krupp, at Essen 
—as to render those plants commer- 
cially inoperative under any condl- 
tions of world competition. Ger 
many, as far back as the Franco 
Prussian war, staked her all upon 
the retention of Alsace-Lorraine. 
Should Germany lose those impor 
tant ore supplies she cannot count 
for aid on Austria-Hungary, for the 
realms of Francis Joseph embrace 
only 285,000,000 reserve tons, which 
will last the present owners, at the 
1914 rate of consumption, only fifty- 
seven years, and would last Ger 
many, at her rate, only nine years. 

The so-called enormous deposits 
of Sweden and Norway amount to 
but 1,500,000,000 tons, controlled by 
the respective governments; it ts 
doubtful whether the two Scandina- 
vian countries, with their demo 
cratic principles, would permit the 
exhaustion of their greatest natural 
resources in aid of any other nation. 
Nor can Germany count on Spanish 
ores, for they are little over 700,.000,- 
060 tons, and Great Britaip, althougi 
she herself has 1,300,000,00 tons of 
ore, is using more than 15,000,000 
tons per year, which means exhaus 
tion within eighty-five years if she 
does not receive imports. And ore 
can be delivered from Spain more 
cheaply to England than to Ger- 
many. In the event of German re- 
tention of the Northern French terrt- 
tory comprising the ore lands of 
France it would be possible for 
France to draw on Spain; but al! the 
ore she could get thence would be 
insufficfent for the maintenance of 
her industries. | 

The indispensable terms of peace, 
therefore, must be the surrender to 
the victor of all Northern France, of 
Alsace-Lorraine, and probably of 
Luxemburg as well. The vanquished 
will have to look elsewhere for sup- 
plies of iron ore. One or the other 
party to the struggle must, in self- 
preservation, take to that recourse; 
and nothing can suffice except abso- 
lute sovereignty over the newly- 
sought source of supply. 

There renrain in the world four 
great deposits of iron ore. They 
are those, first, of the United States, 
with a reserve of more than 5,000,- 
000,000 tons of high-crade ore, now 
being consumed at the rate of 80, 
000,000 tons per year—sixty years’ 
supply before this country must be- 
gin to draw upon its so-called poten- 
tial reserves, all located and acces- 
sible, of 75,000,000,000 tons. Thus 
the United States is safe for nearly 
1000 years at its present rate of con- 
sumption. Second, there is Cuba, 
with 3,000,000,000 tons, owned and 
controlled absolutely by the iron 
and steel industry of the United 
States. Third, there is Newfound- 
land, a British colony, with more 
than 3,500,000,000 tons of reserve, 
much of the output being Imported 
by the United States. Fourth, 
there are the ores of Central and 
South America, where most of the 
deposits are on the Pacific Slope, in 
Mexico and in Chile. Those in Mex- 
ico, by reason of revolutionary con- 
ditions, are at present unavailable 
for anyone. Those in Chile are con- 
trolled by an American steel com- 
pany. Neither of the two deposits, 
because of geographical location, is 
available for the nations of Europe. 

But in South American there re- 
main open for Europe the great de- 
posits of very rich ore in Brazil, 
amounting to 5,500,000,000 tons, part 
of which is already controlled by 
English owners. One ton of the Bra- 
zilian ore ylelds as much fron as 
two tons of any ore in Great Britain 
or in Europe, with the exception of 
the relatively emal!l deposits in 
Sweden, Spain, Belgium and Greece. 

Shortly after the signing of peace 
in Europe the vanquished 'n the 
struggle must, for the preservation 
of bare industrial existence, seek to 
levy on the deposits of Brazil: and 
that Jevy can be profitably made 
only In the form of conquest, as be- 
ing the sale means of asevring per- 
manent possession. Nations, as this 
war has evidence, are prene to seek 
where they can find.
